“Ye are the salt of the earth; but if the salt have lost his savour, 
wherewith shall it be salted? It is henceforth good for nothing, but to 
be cast out, and to be trodden under foot of men. 


“Ye are the light of the world. A city that is set on a hill cannot 
be hid.”’ (Matthew 5:13-14). 


Many an evening as I returned from some country point, or per- 
chance looked out the window of my home, I saw the college with every 
window blazing, standing as a light upon the hill. This scene, often 
seen, brought to mind these words of Christ. It has been our prayer 
and that of many, that the college may be a real salt and light. 


Salt in the Bible is an emblem of purity and symbolizes the mis- 
sion of the Christian to preserve the truth and goodness among his 
fellow-men.
